Which 
means he knows what's popular 
as well as good in the world of 
music. 


A native of Toronto, Faith was 


playing the piano at the age of 
11 in silent movies there. At 15 
he made his debut as a conceit 
pianist. Three years later he was 
arranging for well-known bands in 
Canada. 


"I distressed my teacher," 
he 


said, "by putting a beat in Beeth- 
oven. I couldn't help it, for I 
hard it." 


Faith served as a staff conduc-
